- 2. That the Army.may be paid np equall with the difſer« 
tors thereof, accotdingitd. the late Votes of Parliament; 
And that the Army may forthwith'be put into.a conſtant 
courſe of pay, that:they may, not be burthenfome: and op- 
prefiive to the.Country:; tor the more ſpeedy perfoomance 
whereof, we deſire, that the | Honſe of :Peeres wauld be 
pleaſed to concurre with the: defires of the Honle of Com- 
mons (ſo often propoſed ro them) for the reviving of the

Wee are nov come thus farre; that the moſt material . 
particitars which we have in preparation to propolſefar \ 
the generall ſertlement of the affaires of the Kingdome, { 


have been communicated to the Parliaments Commilſie * 
ners, and we hope they are ſatisfyed that they contain in | 
them things tending toa generall good,: and to lay an | 
hopefull foundation for a common Right and freedome 
to: the: People of this Land in future, and for a laſting | 
peace amonglt us. 

But before we can ſecurely intend, and without inter- 
ruption apply our ſelves unto the proceeding and diſpatch 
of the Treaty thereupon; wee have addreſſed ſome humble 
defires to the Parliament, which we have delivered into 
the hands of their Commiſſioners. 

The paper conſiſts of three particalars, the laſt whereof 
(which is the Militia of the City) you being moſt imedi- 
ately concerned, to the end you may ſce, we would aske 
nothing which relates to you, without giving you a iult 
account 
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| warre, had not your Lordfhip and t 
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accompt thereof, and all REY fatisfation therein, we 
have alſo given a Copy thereof to your Commiſſioners 

to be herewith ſent unto you.” . 
We ſhould not defire this or any thing elſe of that na- 
ture, were we not perſwaded that what we defire is ſeaſo- 
nable and neceſſary for yours and the Kingdomes good 
and quiet, and we ſhould willingly have been filent (as to 
this) but conſidering the iult jealoufies which lye againit 
ſonie perſons now authorized in the exerciſe of that 
power among{t you, and thoſe attempts which have been 
made by Come who would have engaged your City to a 
he court of Aldermen 
and Common Counſelt by your wiſedome prevented it, 
by getting thoſe Votes which were paſſed by the Militia, 
Be null 3 wecannot in a caſe of this importance but 


deale freely with you in defiring your concurrence with 


ours to the Parliaments, that the Militia may be changed 
into thoſe hands out of which it was taken, of whoſe 
careand fidelity to the publique there hath been ſo long 

and large experience, as few ages have paralleld. Andif 
the intereſt we have ſo long fought for be ſtill the ſame. 
let it not ſeeme ſtrange, that we defire both of the Parlia- - 
ment and City, that thoſe may be in places of ſuch a truſt 
who have given the beſt proofe of their courage and con- 
ſtancy in proſecution of the ſame. 

Having thus farre declared our ſelves withall freedome 
and cleareneſle to you, as we doe not doubt of your good 
acceptance of our intentions therein, ſo we defire your 
forwardneſſe in a worke, ſo much tending to nutuall 
confidence, and to prevent the defignes of any who would 
be { wax to put obſtrutions in the way to an happy con» 
cluſion, and envy nothing more then the continuance of a 
right underſtanding between you and us.
